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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A Request for Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 3; 
2004 has been entered. 

Declaration 

2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132, filed May 3, 2004 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of the claims rejected based upon the Hotaling reference (US. Pat. No. 
5,820,998). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-7, 8-15, 17-20 and 23-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Examiner is convinced by the statements that have been declared by Applicant in 
the "Declaration under 36 CFR 1 .132". Specifically, regarding independent claims 1 
and 15, the prior art of record, fails to teach or reasonably suggest an improved 
cigarette wrapper having discrete areas treated with a film-forming material, comprising 
an alginate, having a viscosity of less than about 500cP when present in a 3% by weight 
solution at 25 degrees C. Further, regarding independent claims 1 1 and 23, an 
unobvious improvement of a cigarette wrapper is recited wherein the film-forming 
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material has a viscosity of less than about 500 cP when present in a 3% by weight 
solution at 25 degrees C wherein the untreated areas of the paper wrapper have a 
permeability of greater than about 60 CORESTA.
